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Board of Governors 


As reported in the 8 April issue of 
Folio, the Board approved the 
preliminary operating budget for 
1982-83. Revenues amounting to 
$201,979,000 and net expenditures 
totalling $202,949,000 result in 

a deficit of $970,000. The Uni- 
versity’s accumulated surplus 
reserve of some $3,200,000 will be 
dipped into since, by statute, the 
University may not report a 
deficit. 

The budget includes a tuition 
fee increase of 20 percent, 
effective 1 September 1982. The 
increase in fee revenues assumes 
that enrolments will increase by 
600. As of September 1982, the 
average tuition fee will be about 
$726, an increase of about $121 
over the 1981-82 average fee. It 
was pointed out that, even with 
the increase, tuition fees at this 
University remain low in 
comparison with those at other 
Canadian universities. Robert 
Greenhill, newly-elected President 
of the Students’ Union, decried 
the increase, saying that it 
overlooked the University’s moral 
obligation to support accessibility 
to higher education. Mr. Greenhill 
noted that the job market as 
regards untrained, casual laborers, 
which is what most university 
students are for the major portion 
of their university career, is 
becoming progressively worse for 
those who wish to support their 


education by summer employment. 


He, therefore, moved unsuccess- 
fully that the fee increase be 
deferred pending the decision of 
the Board to request an additional 
grant from Alberta Advanced 
Education and Manpower to 
cover the $970,000 deficit. 

“We are in a catch-up position 
because of last year,” Chancellor

Forest told her fellow Governors. 
She was referring to the 15 
percent increase requested by the 
University for 1981-82 but which 
was turned down by the provincial 
government as was the subsequent 
supplemental grant of $1.7 million 
to offset the deficit. 

One ray of sunshine is that, 
under the new Alberta Post- 
secondary Education Tuition Fee 
Policy, the Board of Governors 
will have the authority and 
flexibility to determine the exact 
levels of tuition fees. Thus, the 
authority to determine tuition 
fees shall be delegated to the 
individual Boards of Governors 
provided the decisions are in 
accordance with the terms of 
the policy. One provision of the 
policy states that tuition fee 
revenues shall, in the aggregate, 
represent between 8 percent and 
12 percent of the university’s net 
budgeted operating expenditures. 

J.L. Schlosser, Chairman of the 
Board of Governors, expressed 
satisfaction in having the setting 
of fees back in the hands of the 
various Boards. However, he 
would “like to see more people 
buttonholing their cabinet 
ministers and MLAs regarding a 
bigger cut for the University.” 
Until this happens, the situation 
won't change significantly, he said. 

In response to a question about 
maintaining library standards in 
light of the announced budget, 
President Horowitz replied gravely 
that he hoped the status quo could 
be upheld. To combat the demise 
of the special allocation which the 
library had received in each of the 
three previous years, the University 
has put together about $1 million 
from five different sources, he 
said. 


The preliminary operating 
budget shows a 14.6 percent 
increase over last year’s figure 
which in turn reflected a 13.1 
percent increase over the 1980-81 
total. The 1983-84 budget? As 
the President advised the Board, 
it isn’t any too soon to begin to 
lobby. 


Name Change 

The Governors approved a motion 
to change the name of the Faculty 
of Business Administration and 
Commerce to that of the Faculty 
of Business. The change will take 
effect on 1 July 1982. 

The Board was informed that 
the change, favored on the grounds 
of brevity and simplicity, implies 
no additional staffing or other 
resources, nor will there be any 
shift in the direction of the 
Faculty. 


Coutts Library Renovations 

A motion calling for major 
renovations to the Herbert T. 
Coutts Library in the Faculty of 
Education was also approved. The 
renovations, for an amount of up 
to $225,000, involve the 
reorganization of existing space 
to provide for better utilization. 

It is expected that useable space 
will be increased through the 
renovations and redecorating. The 
work is being undertaken to 
better accommodate the needs of 
students. 


Quota Increase for Faculty 
of Nursing 
The Faculty of Nursing has been 
given approval to expand its 
existing quota of first-year 
students. 

The approval allows the Faculty 
to increase its current quota by 20 


students over a two-year period. 
The Board also approved a five- 
year operating budget and capital 
costs for the expanded program. 
However, both are subject to 
funding from the provincial 
government. 

The expansion calls for an 
increase of ten first-year students 
in September 1982 from 60 to 70, 
and a further increase the 
following year from 70 to 80. 

The quota increase is part of a 
long-term plan of the Faculty of 
Nursing. It was given added 
incentive by the provincial 
government’s announcement that 
funding would be made, available 
for the expansion of nursing 
programs at hospitals, colleges, 
and universities in Alberta. 

The Faculty’s expansion 
program is in response to the 
fact that the demand for nurses 
in Alberta exceeds the supply and 
that the shortage is expected to 
increase during the next few years. 
The long-term objective of the 
Faculty is to expand its BScN 
degree program by an additional 
40 first-year students over a 
four-year period. 


Upward Mobility 

The Board announced the appoint- 
ment of Michael I. Asch as 
Chairman of the Department of 
Anthropology. Currently Acting 
Chairman of the Department, Dr. 
Asch will begin his four-year 

term on 1 July 1982. 

He received his PhD in anthro- 
pology from Columbia University 
and joined The University of 
Alberta in 1971 as an Assistant 
Professor. Dr. Asch was a Pre- 
doctoral Research Fellow at the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health in Washington, D.C. 
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Dr. Asch is a member of many 
professional organizations 
including the Canadian Ethnology 
Society, the Canadian Sociology 
and Anthropology Association, 
the American Anthropological 
Association (Foreign Fellow), and 
the Society for Ethnomusicology, 
and is a Fellow of the Royal 
Anthropological Institute of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 

He is a research advisor on 
Economic Institutions and Land 
Use for the Dene National Office 
in Yellowknife, Northwest Terri- 
tories. His current research 
involves the organization and 
analysis of Dene land use, 
economic history of the Dene 
of the Northwest Territories, and 
anthropological perspectives in 
documentary photography. Dr. 
Asch has a number of articles 
and publications to his credit. 

Kenneth Domier will begin his 
five-year term as Chairman of 
the Department of Agricultural 
Engineering on 1 July 1982. 

Born in Saskatchewan, Dr. 
Domier began his degree studies 
at the University of Saskatchewan 
where he received his Bachelor’s 
and Master’s degrees in agricul- 
tural engineering. In 1967, he 
obtained his PhD in agricultural 
engineering from Michigan State 
University. 
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Dr. Domier joined The Uni- 
versity of Alberta’s Faculty of 
Agriculture and Forestry in 1969 
as Professor and Chairman of the 
Agricultural Engineering Depart- 
ment. His chairmanship ended in 
1974 and he took up a Visiting 
Professorship at the Swedish 
Institute of Agricultural Engineer- 
ing, Uppsala, Sweden. He returned 
to The University of Alberta in 
1975 and resumed professorial 
duties. Dr. Domier was awarded 
a McCalla Research Professorship 
for 1981-82. 

During his career, Dr. Domier 
has been involved with many 
professional societies including the 
Association of Professional 
Engineers, Geologists and 
Geophysicists of Alberta; the 
Alberta Institute of Agrologists; 
the Agricultural Institute of 
Canada; the Canadian Society of 
Agricultural Engineering; and the 
American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers. In 1980, he became a 
foreign member of the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Agriculture 
and Forestry. 

The Department of East Asian 
Languages and Literature has a 
new Chairman for a five-year 
term beginning 1 July 1982. He 
is Stanley R. Munro. 

Mr. Munro obtained his BA 
and MA degrees from the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii and began his 
career at The University of 
Alberta in 1966 as a lecturer in 
the Department of English and a 
foreign student advisor in the 
Department of Student Affairs. 

In 1968, he became an Assistant 
Professor in the Department of 
Linguistics and the following year 
was appointed Director of the 
English Language Service. From 
1972-76, he was Assistant Dean 
of Arts and has since been an 
Associate Professor of East Asian 
Studies. 

Mr. Munro has published 
extensively. He is the author of 
The Function of Satire in the 
Works of Lao She and also a 
series of four text books on 
English as a second language, now 
in its fourth edition. He has edited 
and translated, Genesis of a 
Revolution, a book including ten 
biographies and ten previously 
untranslated short stories. Mr. 
Munro also has numerous articles 


and conference papers in print. 

Currently, he is editing, 
adapting, and rewriting a collec- 
tion of one-act plays as well as 
translating, The Eternal Love; 
The Story of Liang Shanbo and 
Zhu Yingtai. 

The Board of Governors also 
announced the reappointment of 
Brian L. Scarfe as Chairman of 
the Department of Economics. 

Dr. Scarfe has been Professor and 
Chairman of the Department since 
1977. He will officially begin his 
second five-year term on 1 July 
1982. 

Dr. Scarfe received a BA in 
economics from the University of 
British Columbia in 1963; a 
BPhil from Oxford University, 
St. John’s College, in 1965; and 
a PhD from Oxford University, 
Nuffield College, in 1970. 

A Rhodes Scholar for British 
Columbia in 1963, Dr. Scarfe 
was a Canada Council Doctoral 


Bicycle Protection 


With the expected advent of 
Spring, it is anticipated that many 
students and staff will happily 
turn to riding bicycles on campus. 
However, it seems that each year 
the joy is marred by thieves who 
take advantage of poorly secured 
bicycles and make off with them. 
W.F.G. Perry, Director of 
Campus Security and Parking 
Services, cautions bicycle owners 
to be alert to the threat of theft. 
“Secure good locks and chains 


and use them. Try to avoid leaving 


bicycles in remote areas and 
check frequently to see if they 
are secure.” 

Bicycle operators are cautioned 
not to bring or store bicycles in 
buildings, stairwells, etc. unless 
specific authority has been given 
by the Building Services Super- 
intendent since they can create 
hazards by blocking exits, halls, 
etc. 

Campus Security operates a 
bicycle identification program 
in conjunction with the Edmonton 
City Police and will engrave and

University Sport Commission to Hold 
Major Conference Here 


During the athletic competitions 
of the World University Games, 
academicians from around the 
world will have an opportunity to 
share their knowledge. The Com- 
mission pour |’Etude du Sport 
Universitaire/Commission for the 
Department of University Sport 
(CESU) will provide that 
opportunity. CESU is the study 
commission of the Federation 
Internationale du Sport 
Universitaire (FISU). As described 
by FISU, the task of CESU is to 
“promote the (scientific) study of 
university sport, especially by 
conferences, reports, publications, 
and all other appropriate means.” 
Every two years an international 
sports conference is held. 

In 1983, the CESU conference 
will be held in conjunction with 
the World University Games on 
2, 3, and 4 July. Delegates from 


as many as fifty to seventy 
countries are expected to be in 
attendance. The theme of the 
conference is “The University’s 
Role in the Development of 
Modern Sport: Past, Present, and 
Future.” Within the context of 
this theme, four topics will be of 
primary concern: “University 
Sport and Emerging Nations’ 
Sports Programs,” “Sport 
Medicine in University Sport,” 
“University Sport,” and “History 
of Sport and Physical Education.” 

The Dean of the Faculty of 
Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion, G. Glassford, is the Con- 
ference Coordinator and P.L. 
Lindsay, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Physical Education, is 
Associate Coordinator.

Bills Bear on Research 


Two bills with important research 
implications have been introduced 
in the Legislative Assembly of 
Alberta by Rollie Cook, MLA, 
Edmonton Glengarry. Bills 218 
and 219 provide for the establish- 
ment of an Alberta Scientific 
Research Foundation and an 
Alberta Agricultural Research 
Foundation. 

The proposed Alberta Agricul- 
tural Research Foundation would 
fund and carry out “research into 
agriculture in the province, 
including the improvement of 
present agricultural products and 
production, the development of 
new agricultural products and 
techniques, and the development 
and improvement of the processing 
of agricultural products.” The 
Foundation would be managed by 
a board of nine members, including 
one from The University of 
Alberta, one from the University 
of Calgary, and one from 
Unifarm. 


The objective of the proposed 
Alberta Scientific Research 
Foundation would be “the funding 
and carrying out of research into 
fields of pure and applied science 
that will have application to the 
benefit of the people of Alberta.” 
It also would be managed by a 
board of nine, including two 
members from The University of 
Alberta and one from the 
University of Calgary. 

Representatives from both 
universities met recently with Mr. 
Cook to discuss the needs of 
research and the mobilization of 
public opinion. According to J. 
Gordin Kaplan, Vice-President 
(Research) the two bills “may well 
provide the impetus that will lead 
to a government proposal for a 
research foundation analogous to 
the Alberta Heritage Foundation 
for Medical Research.” Dr. Kaplan 
urges that everyone write to their 
MLA and to Mr. Cook expressing 
support for these important bills. 1 


Kwara State, Nigeria, is Chairman 
of “University Sport and Emerging 
Nations’ Programs.” This portion 
of the conference is primarily 
directed towards the third world 
countries. Individuals will be 
provided with information on 
sport equipment, surfaces, sport 
delivery systems, coaching 
associations and technical 
developments in sport. In addition, 
coaching clinics will be 
implemented utilizing the resources 
of top-notch coaches from around 
the world. This approach will 
provide the less developed 
countries with practical experience 
and information which they will 
be able to use immediately in their 
own country. 

Dave Magee, Chairman of The 
University of Alberta’s Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation Medicine, 
and John Kramer, also a member 
of that department, will co-con- 
vene the “Sport Medicine in 
University Sport” section. The sec- 
tion is further sub-divided into 
sports injuries and rehabilitation 
and changes in a functional 
capacity, such as physiological 
changes in the heart, lungs, and 
circulatory system of a competing 
athlete. The “Sports Medicine” 
aspect of the conference will bring 
together many specialists. Con- 
firmed speakers include inter- 
nationally renowned Dr. L. 
Komadal and Dr. Per Rensterom, 
both doctors of sports medicine. 

The Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Recreation Administration 
at The University of Alberta, Tim 
Burton, is Theme Convenor of 
“University Sport.” Here the 
impact of university sport on the 
local community will be investi- 
gated. Effects of participation in 
university sport on later lifestyles 
will also be looked at. Com- 
pulsory physical activity and sport 
within the university will be 
questioned. In addition, the topics 
university sport as mass spectator 
entertainment and the financing 
of university sport and physical 
activity will be covered. 

For the first time since its 


origin in 1973, the International 
Association for the History of 
Physical Education and Sport 
(HISPA) will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the Games. 

The HISPA Conference is being 
coordinated by a noted member 
of the Faculty of Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation, Gerald 
Redmond. He is not only Congress 
Convenor, but also President of 
this international sports body. 

Dr. Redmond, a Professor of 
Sport History, is awaiting the 
release of his recently published 
book The Sporting Scots of 
Nineteenth Century Canada 
(Associated University Press). 

In Dr. Redmond’s opinion, this 
tenth HISPA Conference will 
likely be the most successful thus 
far. It has been indicated that 
more than one hundred papers 
from the fifty-two member 
countries will be submitted to 
the 1983 HISPA Congress. 

Dr. William Baker, University of 
Maine, a noted sport historian 
and author of several books, will 
be the keynote speaker. J.A. 
Mangan, head of the Department 
of Physical Education at Jordan 
Hill College in Glasgow, Scotland, 
will be in attendance. Dr. Mangan 
received rave reviews across 
Britain for his book Athleticism 
in the Victorian and Edwardian 
Public School, Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press, 1981. In addition, 
more than forty speakers are 
expected to present the results of 
their research in sport. 

Dr. Redmond is delighted that 
the HISPA Conference and World 
University Games will be held 
together. “They go together 
naturally. Most sport in the world 
began at the university level, they 
are the pioneers.” Dr. Redmond 
believes both HISPA and the 
Games will benefit tremendously. 

Along with a dynamic sporting 
event, it is evident that the World 
University Games will bring many 
scholars to Edmonton and ensure 
a vast sharing of knowledge.* (]
